Quo child, a little 


girl now five years old, was born to the 
coaple 
Jasper and Maud did not live 


happily together, end at the laet the 
huuband got a divorce from hie wife 
Ihe. nature of the charges are not re- 
called but the accusation was Buffaoient 
to secure the decree 
At the time the 


divoroe WBB granted, Mrs Carver was in 
New York, with her ohilJ 
She left it 


there in an institution, and came back to 
learn for the first time that her huebant 
had udivoro? granting him the custody 
of the child 
Then there was more 


trouble J super married another woman 
and getting on a train he went to New 
York and got the little girl, bringing 
her to Deoatur. This caused Maude 
many heartaches, bnt while shs could 
not have her child it was some satisfac- 
tion to her to be near her little girl and 
Bhe hae visited her quite often.

4 30 o'clock she went to her room, No 8 
on the third door, and closing the door 
she Bwa>lowed all ot the morphine she 
had purchased tirst leaving a note on the 
table directing that her remains bs Bent 
to New lork for burial 
Maud did not 


appear for suj per, and at 7 30 o clock one 
jt the girla went to her room to find her 
uppnrently dead 
Her b^dy was oold, 


but on close examination it was found 
thai there was life in her 
Dr Allen was 


summoned, and after working with her a 
few hours all danger of immediate death 
was averted 
The lover came to the 


eoene 
He found the morphine boi and 


the note 
There was no need of further 


explanation, but lo say that he was 


ireel woukl be patting it mildly 
It 13 neeamed thst he gave Mnud n 
id lecture and no doubt protested 


ggnm and again that he wonld marry

and George Bussey which charges that 
the conspirators did conspire together 
to wilfully neglect their duty and to 
falsely and corruptly canvass and re- 
turn such votes with intent to defraud 
the state of Michigan.

Alabama, Arkansas, South Carolina 


S'orth Carolina and Georgia are also 
states that like Virginia have abundant 
natural advantages, but have made con- 
iinnons war on protection to American 
odnatries and have refused to profit by 
the conditions created by a protective 
:iinff, and tbe result is that the average 
value of farm lands per acre in thofe 
stated are respectively 8-1.19, 86.16, $5.10, 
86 07 and 84.30—total, 825.82—so that 
one acre of Pennsylvania land, carved 
ont ot the forest by the sweat of the 
white man a brow, is worth twioe as much 
as five acres of land, one acre taken from 
each of the five states named. 


Pennsylvania has attended to business, 


baa improved ita farms and built facto- 
ries to consume tha products of its 
larms.and hot become rich and important 
whilethe other atates named havafollowec 
the delusions of the Democratic party 
played politics the year round and have 
become poor.

The ueutralia, Tram Hobber Again 


Behind the Bara 


Joe Hsrdic, tbe Contraliti tram robber 


who eaeoped from the Chester peniten- 
tiary Monday, was captured ihtte miles 
fn,m i.he town of Menace! yesterday. H» 
was nearly dead from expoenre and hau- 
ger acd was taken without troulle. 


Hardin'a escape was one of tlose mis- 


haps whioh no amount of discipline could 
avoid, and hie return to prison is due to 
the unrelenting pursuit of Warden J. D. 
Baker, who tracked Esrdm to his hiding 
place. Hardin was under sentence cf 
twenty years for the Centralia train rob- 
bery. September 20 last year Hurdin, 
Charles O'Dwyer and Dim Johns at- 
tacked an f U'nois Central train Bt Get- 
tralis, III. They made a daring attempt 
to rob the express car, bat the trainmen, 
with the thought of recent train rob- 
beries in their minds, defended the prop- 
.•rtyin thair charge and fired upon the 
ontlaws. They retreated, HBidin carry- 
ing a load of buckshot in bis u;m. Hur- 
din was traced to St. Louis, but eluding 
the duleotives, went to Cincinnati, where 
he was captured. l>eteotive Smith went 
after him, but on the rt-turn trip at Ceu- 
trnha the local authorities relieved him 
of bis prisoner, Hardin wsa quickly 
tried and sentenced. When liardin got 
;o the Chester penitentiary he became a 
'ast friend of the trusty convicts who 
were employed as oart drivers. He be- 
came intimate with one of them who 
ast Monday allowed Hardin to lie down 
n the bottom of his oart while the trusty 
covered him over with dirt. When the 
oart was loaded the trusty drove oat of 
,he gates of the peutentiary, and arriv- 
ng at the bank of the Mississippi where 
a damp had been Onilt to strengthen the 
levee, unloaded the dirt and Hardin into 
the river. The officials believe that by 
proarrangement a ek'ff was at band to 
ake Hardin away bejo-d the reach of 
?naon gusrde,

'ound until yesterday. 


Hardin waa found by a farmer who, 


when feeding stock, ran bis pitchfork 
uto a haystack and stnok it into the leg 
of Hardin, who was in biding. He ad- 
mitted his identity and was taken in 
charge of by Warden Baker, who was 
•here on his trail. His feet are badly 
'roz-n and he ie in a terrible condition, 
ns I he weather has been extremely cold. 
He has had only one meal in three days.

Cnriotu People Who Go to Get • Bird's- 


Eye View of Statesmen. 


AH day long there is • receding wall 


of faui; on the four sides of the cham- 
ber gazing eagerly down into the arena, 
like a picture from ancient Borne. 
There is a constant disputation carried 
oil in an undertone as to the relative 
merits of the champions, and approval 
or disapproval occasionally breaks out 
into applause or grumbling. Smith is 
trying to explain the situation to hia 
neighbor Jones, who thinks he knows 
more about it himself, arid bets are 
made on various moves in the proceed- 
ings and on the final result. Of course, 
money is not held in tho air as at a 
race track, but it quietly changes hands 
right in the galleries. 


The character of the male portion of 


the audience is unusual. 
Those who 


take only a curious interest lu the 
thing are a very insignificant number, 
and almost as insignificant is the num- 
ber of those who are residents of the 
city. They are mostly strangers at- 
tracted by this contest, and they are 
of two as markedly distinct classes as 
are to be found in contact. Hundreds 
of them belong to the upper cluss oi 
businessmen, whobo interest in the 
outcome is so great that they are drawn 
here to watch the tight, and are held 
by that fatal fascination of intere ' 
which has proved disastrous to so many 
claimants who have oii"e put their 
faith in congress and have been chained 
to the chariot wheels of the conqueror, 
demagogue 


They are men who have seldom be- 


fore sat hi the galleries of congress, 
and now it palls on their business 
sense. The subtleties of legislative 
methods they do not understand, and 
their patience is sorely tried; but their 
very impatience and anger hold them 
here to watch the game out. 
Sitting 


shoulder to shoulder and knoo to kneo 
with them are men of another class, in 
contrast to the well-dressed, white- 
skinned and soft-handed banker and 
merchant They are perhaps not as 
numerous as the others, but they are 
equally strangers to legislative halls 
and are quite as apt to attract tho eye. 


They are a plainly and ofteu shab- 


bily dressed lot. Some have bronzed 
faces and rough hands, with heavy 
lines in their chocks aud across their 
brows, like men who work in the fac- 
tory or at the forge by daj-, and often 
at night assemble together to talk over 
their condition 
and 
grope 
about 


through tho mysteries of political 
economy 
Along in tho class with 


them are men with whiskers and bun- 
burnt hair, homespun clothes and 
heavy boots, who put their hands up 
to their ears for trumpets. Further 
down the scale come the pale-faced, 
thin-lipped, wild-eyed men, who listen 
eagerly to all that is said, and run 
their fingers uervoujly through their 
long bair when the bankers of Wall 
street are mentioned, or when the oft- 
•repeated phrase about the masses and 
the classes occurs. 


Hour after hour this strangely as- 


sorted audience sits and watches tho 
fight, and the rise and fall of the tido 
of excitement can ba seen passing back 
and forth over the eager faces. Inter- 
est, approval, anger and impatience 
alternately light and darken the coun- 
tenances, and tho undercurrent of an- 
tagonism is observed in the dark looka 
exchanged and the impatient jerk of 
the shoulder or wag of the head.— 
Philadelphia Telegraph.
